It ia said that during the 
Ming dynasty a prophecy was racordod that 
the preaent emperor, Knang Haiti, should 
teign only fifteen yeara; in the fifteenth 
year of his reign he should be doposed, 
his kingdom divided intu. three separ- 
ate kingdoms, and that from thet time 
there should bg three. emperors in China. 
Another. gentleman, who discredits the 
prophosy, says there ia now great, dis- 
satisfaction among the people. ‘During 
the yeiter part of the prosont dynasty, 
the ompiro has boun at peace, lifo and 
properly secure,.and the people gener- 
ly proaporuun and happy. But of late the 
people have observed with alarm that they 
aro erqdually, bnt surely growing puorer and 
wih nw opportunities for improving their 
condition, and sc nothing before them bat 
poverty aud suffering for themaelva aod 
their childreu, Millions of taels were 
wasted last year in futile attempta toropair 
the Yalow River, which money came from 
the people.’ While there seems to be no 
talk uf rebellion, it is evident that there is 
considerable uneasiness and a vague desire 
for achauge. It is a pity that the eople 
cannotsee that one, perhaps the most fruit- 
ful source.of their poverty, is the preval- 
ence of the opium hebit which both wastes 
their nioney and incspacitates for business. 
——Shansi notes in Chanese Times.

‘The main causa of the 
ateanera not being able to come to the 
Bund has been due to the low tides, the 
water on the Bur being sometimes only 7ft. 
Yestorday there was only Oft, depth of 
water, notwithstanding. that THULLOW 
thero wili be spring tide. There is, con- 
sequently, great activity amoug the tugs 
and lightera of both companies, who 
undoubtedly find the river Puiho bigger 
than they anticipated.
